“august city” of Sebastopool, and yet 
the ruins of houses, churches, and forts 
are as fresh and plentiful as if they bad 
been made but yesterday. The least 
sea breeze raisesthe cleuds of dust and 
sand, and the unhappy city stands a sad 
reproach to Russian neglect. And yet 
it is a holy place. There are the his- 
torical earthworks, and Malakoff hill, 
saturated with Russian blood. There 
fought, suffered, ani died, nay, marched 
to a sure death, hundreds of thousands 
of Russian soldiers. There is the his- 
torical grave of a legion of Russian 
heroes, but no proud mausoleum 
crowns that tomb. It is covered with 
yellow grass, thistles and heaps of dust- 
Alas! such a grave never suggests the 
thought “In glorious death there is im- 
mortal glory.” No, it rather says* Na- 
tions, like inen, are ungrateful.” 

During twenty-eight years our coun 
try has not dome anything to assist in 
the resurrection of Sebastopol, andthe 
authorities have seemed to thwart 
every sign of life there. Sebastopol is 
one of the commercial ports in the 
world, but the ministry of the navy 
greedily sticks to every piece of land 
indispensable to the merchants. And 
so the Sebastopol of to-day is neither a 
commerciai nora naval port. Before 
the Crimean war there were in Sebas- 
topol 59,90) inhabitants, and now it 
hardly counts athird of that number. 
Certainly, under the present cireum~ 
stances, tlio Sebastopolians cannot re- 
build their city with their own means. 
Nature has made a Sebastopol and the 
Crimea in general a real gem. Winter 
is not known there, and delicate semi- 
tropical fruits and the beautiful sea 
make it a most desirable resort for in- 
valids and tourists. Itis our Italy, or 
our Florida. Butour countrymen are 
so accustomed to frosts, snow and ice, 
that they dv not appear to care at all 
for that semi-tropical paradise, the 
Crimea. In Sebastopol there is asmall 
eape called “the cape of Free Contem> 
plations.” We wonder what thoughts 
areinthe minds of our countrymen 
who visit that cape. In view of the 
ruins, of the dust and dirt of the “au- 
gust city,” of the 100,000 heroes, of 
the rare natural forts not utilized, does 
it not occur to them that Russia is 
playing the part of a step-mother to- 
ward her bravest and most unfortu- 
nate child, Sebastopo! ?

For greens, blacks, blues, 
browns, reds, yellows, ete., either dry 
or in oil, the color maker has no need 
to use arsenic, and we cannot conceive 
what object would be served by his 
dving so, and certainly he would not 
do so in reducing a color to a tint with 
white, Years ago, a yellow was used 
called ‘king's,’ or ‘canary’ yellow, con- 
taining arsenic; butitis long out of 
date, and was only used by coach 
painters. The whole matter rests 
upon the medium by which the tint 
or color is fixedtothe paper or wall, 
and the volatility of any component 
part. Even emerald green is perfectly 

harmless if properly secured by oil or | 
varnish; but when usedin cheap and | 
showy papers where there is little or 
no fixed material, we can understand 
there is danger if exposed to undue 
heat. In better elass papers it is sel- 
dom used. In regard w abstaining 
from the use of poisonous metallic 
substances in the manufacture of wall 
papers, we can only say, that, unless 
scraped off and eaten, they are perfect- 
ly harmless.”

+ To Starx Woop Brown.—Get an ounce 
each of cutechu and bichromate ot pot- 
ash. Then carefully break the catechu 
—which isa blackish gum-like substance 
—into small fragments, place it in a glass 
or earthenware vessel, with 1 piece of 
washing soda as as a walnut, and 
pour upon it a pint of boiling water, and 
stir until dissolved. Put the bichromate 
in a bottle with a pint of cold water, and 
dissolve with occasional shaking. Paint 
over the wood-work to be stained, first 
with the catechu solution, and lot it‘iry; 
it will be of a dull, dirty brown. When 
dry ro over it with the solution of bichro- 
mateo, and it will turn to a very rich 
chestnut brown. By varying the strength 
of the sulutions, the depth of color will 
oe varied. When quite dry, apply shellac, 
or other varnish. Very cheap, easily al 
plied and satistactory.

Davis, of Mankato, profited by this, and , 
in his next case of diphtheria blistered 
his patient’s chest, and on the blistered 
part the chief deposits _— This 
was also an easy ease. e theory of 
Dr. Davis is that diphtheria usually ap- 

in the throat use of the thin- 
ness of the lining of the throat. Hence, 
when the blister breaks the skin upon 
any other part of the body, the disease 


appears there. 


In the Months with au R. 


Philadelphia pays over $80,000 . day 
tr oysters, and New York almost $200,- 
000 every twenty-four hours. Boston 
and Baltimore together eat more oysters 
than New York. There are 3,000 acres 
occupied by oyster beds in Chesapeake 
Bay alone, while for 2,500 wmiles 
along the Atlantic coast oyster beds can 
be found. The Chesapeake beds turn 
out 25,000,000, bushels of oysters annually. 
Baltimore cans 20,000, bushels of 
oysters every year and has $15,000,000 
invested in the business. American 
oysters are exported to Germany, France, 

ngland and other foreign countries. 
The Philadelphia Times estimates that 
the foreign and domestic oyster trade of 
this country exceeds $300,000,000 annu- 
ally, and that we ship abroad 50,000,000- 
000 oysters every year.

Hints About Water. 

No water that has stood in open ves 
sels during the night should be used for 
drinking or cooking. By exposure to the 
air it has lost its “aeratiop,” and has ab- 
sorbed many of the dust germs floating 
iu the apartment. If convenience re- 
quires water to be kept in vessels for sev- 
eral hours before use, it should be cover- 
ed, unless the vessels are tight. Wherev- 
er it is practicable, all distributing res 
ervoirs should be covered. Filtering 
adds to the purity of water. Drinking 
water should never be taken from lakes 
or rivers on a low level. Surface water, 
or water in lakes, pools or rivers, which 
receive the surface wash, should be avoid- 
ed as much a8 possible. Do not drink 
much water at atime. -More than two 
tumblerfuls should not be taken at a 
meal. Do not drink between meals un- 
less to quench thirst, as excess of water 
weakens the =— juice and overworks 
the kidneys.

THE ELECTORAL VOTE 


Senator Hoar’s Bill as It Passed the 
Senate. 


fenator Hoar’s electoral count bill, passed 
by the fena'‘e, fixes the time for the meeting 
of the Presidential electors on the second 
Monday ia January next, following the ap 
pointment. It provides for the determina- 
tion by each State at least six days before the 
time fixed for the meeting of electors of any 
controversy concerning the appointment

How They Get to this Country. 
When an American buyer arrives in 
the heart of the rug-making country in 
Asta he selects the best agent he can 
find, and gives him an order for, say 
100 rugs of about the colors and -sizes 
of certain samples which he may find 
in the bazars, The Turkish agent then 
employs natives of the villages where 
the kind of selected are made, 
| giving to each a bag of gold snd in- 
structions to order fourrugs. Thesub-| 
agent then goes among the families and 
talks rugs with them, drinking many 
cups of coffee and discussing the price 
for days at atime. When a bargain is 
concluded some money is furnished the 
family for wool, dyes and food, and the 
_ Agent goes away, sure that in the course 
of a few mouths the rug will be ready. 
Upon a carpet measuring eight by 
twelve feet a whole family will work 
for.months. The cotton or woolen 
| thréads which form the groundwork or 
| warp of the fabric are stretched upon 
a huge frame the width of the rug, 
and the family, or such members of it 
as are able to work,sit on the flcor and 
tie knots in the warp threads with the 
colored wool tufts, tightening the fin- 
| ished fabric now and then witb a rough 
comb. 
| Each worker takes about twenty-seven 


inches of the rug and works along this 
strip. From two to four inches a day 
is the speed at which the rug advances 
if the family is Jarge enough for the 
whole width of the rug to advance at 
the samé time. A rug eight or nine 
feet wide requires four persons, who 
work side by side. The finishing of the 
rug, ginvothing, clipping, etc., is a work 
requiring skill and judgment. The 
wages are spall and the payment is ac- 
cording to the number of square feet, 
The workers know certain patteins by 
heart, and dye their own wools. The 
old dyes have in some instances been 
supplanted by aniliné colors, which do 
not keep their tones, and fade without 
giving to the rig the softness of tint 
which is the chieZ glory of a fine East- 
ern rug. So many merchants have re- 
fused to buy the carpets in which ani- 
line dyes have been used that the use 
of them may eventually be stopped. 
The rug-makers, as a class, ate poor 
in money, very ignorant and very relig- 
ious, but live comfortabiy. Especially 
around the borders of the Caspian sea, 
.in the country watered by the rivers 
from the Caucasian mountains, are the 
people in comfortable circumstances, 
although about three centuries behind 
the rest of the world. Wine is still 
brought into Tiflis in ox-hides holding 
ahogshead of wine, and is sold for 
about 15 cents a gallon. The rugsand 
carpets are brouzht in from Persia and 
the neighboring districts on camels 
backs, the arrival of camel trains being 
one of the curious sights of the town. 


Printers’ Errors. 

Somebody writes as follows to the 
Christian World, of London: ‘in your 
last I saw what, I regret to say, is com- 
mon to nearly every newspaper— 
more than one correction of errata, 
accompanied with the remark (now 
stereotyped ) ‘printer’s error.” I trust 
I may not be considered presumptious 
in saying a word in defense of the 
now great army of typographists, 
whose apparent ignorance is frequent- 
ly exposed in public. One error point- 
ed out in your last issue was that of a 
reverend gentleman whose name had 
been printed ‘Lemon’ instead of 
mon,” If,in sucha ease as this, 
original ‘copy’ were referrel to, the 
capital letter would, no doubt, be found 
written so much like an ‘L’ that no 
compositor, unless he was a _ veritable 
English directory to himself, would 
have been able to distinguish the dif- 
ference. More correct would it be to 
say, not ‘printer's error,’ but ‘author's 
illezibility. Some writers literally 
take Mark Twain's sarcastic arlvice, 
‘don’t write too plainly. Avoid all 
painstaking with proper names. We 
know the fullname of every man, wo- 
man and child in the United States.” 
Then, too, some of our authors pander 
tothe practice of quoting foreign lan- 
guages. The writers may know sev- 
eral languages; but they ought not to 
expect that compositors are linguists, 
or that they have received a collegiate 
education. Some have, by dint of 
their own perseverance, acquired a 
knowledge of some ofthe living and 
the dead tongues; but this ought not to 
be presumed asarule, Ifa Latin er 
French quotation be misprinted, the 
ignorance of the printer is paraded be- 
fore the public. It isnot,sir, as you 
can testify, that the average printer 
cannot produce his author's mind; the 
fact is that too many of our gifted 
writers cannot write. They scribble; 
and what is usually of the greatest im- 
portance isindiced in the proverbial 
‘spider-and-ink style. Whatever be 
the subject ot his author, whether lin- 
guistical, scientific, argumentative, 
theological, political, social or economi- 
cal, the printer is expected to under- 
stand it all; for, unless he understand 
it, it may be full of ‘printer's errors.’ 
But, besides this, he has often literally 
to translate, by tedious ciphering, the 
handwriting placed before him, and 
this is sometimes as difficult an art as 
to make out the hieroglyphics .of 
Cleopatra’s needle. A wordto the 
wise is sufficient. That word, Mr. 
} Editor, { would respectfully suggest 
| to authors, is; ‘Hear the other side.”
